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Preface 


For  part-time  citizen  legislators,  the  interim  between  sessions  is  an  opportunity  for  time 
to  study  and  reflect  on  questions  of  state  policy--an  opportunity  unavailable  during  the 
hectic  days  of  the  biennial  session.  The  interim  also  offers  the  public  an  opportunity  to 
work  with  its  elected  representatives  to  achieve  better  government. 

This  directory  outlines  legislative  membership  and  staff  support  for  the  full  array  of  interim 
activities  in  which  the  Legislature  has  a  major  or  primary  role.  The  directory  is  designed 
to  support  full  participation  by  both  legislators  and  the  public  in  the  interim  work  of  the 
Legislature.  To  that  end,  information  regarding  the  authority  and  purpose  of  each  activity 
is  included  along  with  the  names  and  addresses  of  members  and  staff. 

The  interim  is  a  dynamic  period.  Information  is  as  complete  as  possible  when  this 
directory  is  published;  however,  committees  may  organize  following  publication, 
memberships  may  change,  or  new  committees  may  be  created.  All  changes  are  noted 
in  the  monthly  newsletter,  The  Interim,  published  by  the  Legislative  Council  and  available 
to  the  public  at  a  nominal  charge.  Active  users  are  advised  to  note  changes  as  they  are 
reported.

Interim  Study  Subcommittees 


Joint  Interim  Subcommittee  on  School  Revenue 


Statutory  Citation:  Chapter  633,  Laws  of  1993 


House  Bill  No.  667,  the  extensive  school  funding  reform  legislation,  was  amended  in  the 
final  days  of  the  1993  Session  to  include  an  interim  study  of  "certain  taxes  and  property 
valuation  for  the  purpose  of  enhancing  equalized  school  funding  and  of  equalizing  tax 
burdens  among  the  state's  school  districts".  The  specific  study  commands  include:  an 
exploration  of  the  best  means  of  including  in  the  formula  for  equalizing  funding  per 
student  and  for  equalizing  the  tax  burden  among  school  districts  the  revenue  from  local 
government  severance  taxes,  new  and  interim  production  of  oil  and  natural  gas,  the  "flat 
tax"  on  coal,  corporation  license  taxes  collected  from  financial  institutions,  and  motor 
vehicle  fees;  and  identification  of  measures  that  would  allow  the  value  of  all  centrally 
assessed  property  to  be  included  in  the  formula  for  equalizing  funding  per  student  and 
for  equalizing  tax  burdens  among  school  districts. 

As  authorized  by  the  study  directive,  the  Legislative  Council  assigned  the  study  to  this 
Subcommittee  composed  of  four  members  from  and  selected  by  the  Revenue  Oversight 
Committee,  four  members  from  and  selected  by  the  Legislative  Finance  Committee,  and 
two  members  from  the  Legislative  Council.  The  study  plan  envisions  sharing  information 
between  this  interim  Subcommittee  and  the  aforementioned  permanent  entities.

Study  Resolution:  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  31,  Laws  of  1993 


Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  31  calls  for  an  interim  study  of  the  following:  problems 
relating  to  the  cost  and  availability  of  liability  insurance,  including  the  high  cost  of  medical 
malpractice  insurance  and  how  to  make  insurance  coverage  and  protection  available  to 
Montana  citizens  at  a  reasonable  cost;  issues  involving  public  and  private  liability, 
including  public  and  private  immunity,  punitive  damages,  structured  settlements,  caps  on 
damage  awards,  joint  and  several  liability,  and  attorney  fees;  and  proposals  for  general 
tort  reform.  When  appropriate,  the  study  is  to  be  coordinated  with  the  study  of  tort  reform 
and  defensive  medicine  to  be  performed  by  the  Montana  Health  Care  Authority,  as 
provided  for  in  Senate  Bill  No.  285.

Statutory  Citation:  Title  5,  chapter  16,  MCA 


The  Environmental  Quality  Council  (EQC)  is  required  to  review  and  appraise  state 
programs  and  activities  related  to  the  environment  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Montana 
Environmental  Policy  Act  (Title  75,  chapter  1,  MCA).  The  EQC  is  composed  of  four 
House  members,  four  Senate  members,  and  four  public  members.  A  representative  of 
the  Governor's  Office  serves  as  a  nonvoting  member. 

Through  passage  of  Senate  Bill  No.  225  (Chapter  242,  Laws  of  1993),  the  Legislature 
continued  its  commitment  to  develop  the  state's  energy  policies  through  the  cooperative 
efforts  of  the  EQC,  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and  Conservation,  the 
Consumer  Counsel,  and  the  Public  Service  Commission.  The  1993  Legislature  also 
requested  that  the  EQC  study  water  quality  nondegradation  issues  (Senate  Joint 
Resolution  No.  29)  and  the  management  and  disposal  of  hazardous  waste  in  Montana 
(Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  34).

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The  Council 

The  eight  members  of  the  Legislative  Council,  four  senators  and  four  representatives,  are 
chosen  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  in  the  Senate  and  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives.  The  Council  is  bipartisan,  and  the  term  of  office  is  for  two  years.  A 
new  Council  is  selected  before  the  50th  day  of  the  regular  session  of  each  biennium. 

The  law  charges  the  Legislative  Council  with  administrative  responsibilities  relative  to  the 
Council  staff.  An  important  responsibility  of  the  Council  since  1975  has  been  supervision 
of  the  codification  of  Montana's  statutes  by  a  Code  Commissioner  assigned  to  the  Council 
staff.  The  Montana  Code  Annotated  (MCA),  as  recodified  and  published  by  the  Code 
Commissioner,  was  adopted  as  prima  facie  the  law  of  Montana  by  Chapter  1 ,  Laws  of 
1979. 

The  one  nonadministrative  policy  study  function  assigned  to  the  Legislative  Council 
provides  a  legislative  safety  valve.  In  the  event  that  a  problem  demanding  legislative 
attention  arises  during  the  interim,  the  Council  may  assign  study  of  the  problem  to  an 
appropriate  study  committee.  Chapter  1 ,  Laws  of  1987,  allows  the  Council  to  assign  such 
a  study  to  either  a  joint  interim  subcommittee  or  an  appropriate  statutory  committee. 

Chapter  7,  Laws,  of  1993,  abolished  the  Capitol  Building  and  Planning  Committee  and 
reassigned  its  functions  to  the  Legislative  Council.  The  Council  is  to  consult  with  the 
Department  of  Administration  on  assignment  of  space  in  the  Capitol  and  to  advise  the 
Montana  Historical  Society  on  the  placement  of  artwork  of  a  permanent  nature  within  the 
public  areas  of  the  Capitol  Building. 

The  Council  Staff 

The  staff  of  the  Legislative  Council  acts  as  an  independent,  nonpolitical,  impartial  staff 
agency  for  the  Legislature,  performing  those  duties  and  functions  assigned  by  law  or  as 
directed  or  requested  by  members  and  committees  of  the  Legislature.  The  Council  staff 
also  provides  information  to  the  public  in  legislative  matters. 

The  staff  is  divided  into  four  functional  divisions:  Legislative  Services  Division,  Research 
and  Reference  Services  Division,  Legal  Services  Division,  and  Management  and  Business 
Services  Division.  Two  additional  divisions  are  activated  during  a  legislative  session:  the 
Legislative  Information  Office  and  Legislative  Printing  and  Distribution. 

The  Legislative  Services  Division  is  responsible  for  clerical  preparation  of  bills.  This 
division  is  also  responsible  for  the  compilation,  publication,  and  distribution  of  the 
following:  bill  drafting  record  index,  internal  reference  report,  Rules  of  the  Montana 
Legislature,  code  sections  affected  list,  Daily  Bill  Status,  Combined  Final  Status,  daily  and 
final  Journals  of  House  and  Senate,  Session  Law,  and  text  and  annotations  of  the 
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Montana  Code  Annotated.  Annotations,  including  case  notes  to  federal  and  state  court 
decisions  and  other  materials  useful  to  MCA  users,  are  published  separately  from  the 
section  text  in  booklet  format  that  may  be  easily  updated. 

The  Research  and  Reference  Services  Division  and  the  Legal  Services  Division  have 
many  of  the  same  responsibilities.  Both  divisions  perform  general  and  specialized 
research  and  reference  and  information  functions.  Staff  members  from  both  divisions 
may  staff  legislative  committees  during  the  session  and  throughout  the  interim,  draft 
legislation,  prepare  legislative  and  staff  reports,  and  provide  information  on  the  legislative 
process  to  the  public.  During  the  interim,  the  Legal  Services  Division  is  primarily 
responsible  for  updating  the  Montana  Code  Annotated.  The  Research  and  Reference 
Services  Division  has  primary  responsibility  for  staffing  interim  committees  and  providing 
reference  services.  The  Research  and  Reference  Services  Division  maintains  a  reference 
library  containing  items  of  special  interest  to  legislators  and  legislative  staff.  The  library 
maintains  a  liaison  with  other  libraries  to  help  make  information  available  as  quickly  as 
possible. 

The  indexers  in  the  Legal  Services  Division  provide  an  index  to  the  Montana  Code 
Annotated,  the  subject  index  for  all  bills  introduced  during  a  legislative  session,  and  the 
Journal  Index,  Legislative  Review  Index,  Session  Law  Index,  Bill  Drafting  Manual  Index, 
Combined  Final  Status  Index,  Legal  Research  Memorandum  Index,  and  Legislative  Rules 
Index.   The  indexes  are  updated  during  and  after  each  legislative  session. 

The  Code  Commissioner  supervises  the  continuing  codification,  indexing,  rearranging, 
and  general  updating  of  the  text  and  annotations  of  the  Montana  Code  Annotated. 

The  Management  and  Business  Services  Division  maintains  all  bookkeeping  records; 
processes  all  legislative  claims  and  payrolls;  requisitions  all  printing,  supplies,  and 
equipment;  and  serves  the  House  and  Senate  during  a  session. 

During  a  legislative  session,  the  Legislative  Information  Office  is  in  operation.  The  office 
operates  six  days  a  week  and  provides  legislative  information  to  the  public  via  toll-free 
telephone  lines  and  to  the  many  Capitol  visitors.  The  office  assists  in  preparation  of  the 
Legislative  Telephone  Directory.  The  Legislative  Information  Office  also  distributes  the 
Legislative  Rules,  daily  committee  hearing  calendars,  information  available  through  the 
computerized  information  system,  daily  House  and  Senate  second  and  third  reading 
agendas,  seating  charts,  and  other  relevant  materials.  The  toll-free  number  during 
sessions  is  1-800-237-5079. 

Legislative  Printing  and  Distribution,  which  is  activated  during  a  legislative  session,  has 
two  separate  functions.  The  distribution  center  distributes  bills,  amendments,  resolutions, 
indexes,  daily  status,  rules,  and  journals  to  legislators,  state  agencies,  lobbyists,  and  other 
subscribers  to  the  legislative  proceedings.   Daily  mailings  of  the  proceedings  are  made 
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to  the  56  County  Clerk  and  Recorders  and  the  12  state  libraries.  The  print  shop  staff 
orders  all  printing,  sets  priorities  on  the  printing,  and  delivers  printed  proceedings  to  the 
House  and  Senate  bill  distribution  offices.

The  Revenue  Oversight  Committee  was  created  in  1979  to  review  proposed  rules  of  the 
Department  of  Revenue  and  to  exercise  legislative  oversight  of  that  Department.  The 
Committee  also  investigates  and  reports  on  any  other  matters  concerning  taxation. 

Chapter  608,  Laws  of  1989,  required  the  Revenue  Oversight  Committee  to  estimate  and 
report  to  the  Legislature  the  amount  of  revenue  projected  to  be  available  for  appropriation. 
The  Committee  must  introduce  a  house  joint  resolution  setting  forth  the  Committee's 
revenue  estimate  in  each  regular  and  special  session  in  which  a  revenue  bill  is  under 
consideration.  The  1989  Legislature  also  required  the  Department  of  Revenue  to  report 
at  every  Committee  meeting  on  the  progress  in  completing  the  property  revaluation  cycle 
(Chapter  13,  Laws  of  1989). 

Chapter  40,  Laws  of  1993,  abolished  the  Coal  Tax  Oversight  Subcommittee  of  the 
Revenue  Oversight  Committee  and  assigned  the  Committee  the  duties  of  reviewing  and 
reporting  on  programs  financed  by  coal  severance  tax  funds  and  on  matters  related  to 
coal  taxation. 

The  1993  Legislature  assigned  two  studies  to  the  Revenue  Oversight  Committee  for  the 
interim:  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  30  requested  a  study  of  tax  expenditures  as  they 
relate  to  the  state's  budgeting  process;  and  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  33  requested  a 
study  of  special  improvement  district  and  rural  special  improvement  district  financing.

The  past  interim's  Joint  Interim  Subcommittee  on  Public  Employee  Retirement  Systems 
sponsored  House  Bill  No.  65  (Chapter  549,  Laws  of  1993)  to  create  a  statutory  committee 
to  review  and  evaluate  all  legislative  proposals  affecting  the  state's  12  public  employee 
retirement  systems.  Any  party,  including  the  retirement  boards  and  employee  and  retiree 
groups,  that  plans  to  introduce  retirement  legislation  is  required  to  submit  proposals  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Employee  Retirement  Systems  for  review  by  November  25,  1994. 
Other  Committee  duties  include  reviewing  the  fiscal  status  of  the  retirement  systems  and 
developing  sound  retirement  policies  for  recommendation  to  the  Legislature. 

Although  the  Committee  on  Public  Employee  Retirement  Systems  has  an  appropriation 
of  $7,200,  the  Legislative  Council  is  authorized  to  accept  for  Committee  use  any 
contributions  of  up  to  $14,000  from  the  various  retirement  systems  and  public  employee 
and  retiree  organizations. 

House  Bill  No.  485  (Chapter  450,  Laws  of  1993),  legislation  concerning  automatic 
postretirement  cost-of-living  adjustments,  called  for  a  study  of  equitable,  reasonable,  and 
soundly  funded  guaranteed  annual  postretirement  benefit  adjustments  for  members  of  the 
statewide  public  employee  retirement  systems.  The  legislation  requested  that  the  project 
be  assigned  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Employee  Retirement  Systems.

525,  is  charged  with  a  review  of  court  funding,  the  potential  unification  of  judicial 
administration,  selection  standards  for  judges,  and  other  issues  relevant  to  court 
operations. 

The  13-member  Judicial  Unification  and  Finance  Commission  is  composed  of  a  legislative 
member  from  each  house,  three  members  representing  the  public  and  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  two  members  appointed  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Montana  Supreme  Court, 
and  six  other  members,  one  from  each  of  the  appointing  organizations  listed  below. 
Funding  for  the  Commission's  work  includes  up  to  $25,000  from  the  District  Court 
Criminal  Reimbursement  Program  and  up  to  $33,000  in  other  contributions.  The 
Legislative  Council  is  designated  to  provide  staff  support  to  the  Commission.

For  the  fourth  consecutive  session,  the  Legislature  has  authorized  an  interim  study 
committee  on  postsecondary  education  policy  and  budget  issues.  The  Joint  Committee 
on  Postsecondary  Education  Policy  and  Budget  also  serves  as  liaison  between  both  the 
Legislative  and  Executive  Branches  and  the  Montana  Board  of  Regents  of  Higher

Under  the  terms  of  House  Bill  No.  508  of  the  1991  Legislature,  Montana  has  joined  the 
states  of  Alaska,  Idaho,  Oregon,  and  Washington  and  the  provinces  of  Alberta  and  British 
Columbia  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  Economic  Region.  The  organization  is  intended  to 
allow  the  states  and  provinces  to  act  together  to  increase  the  potential  for  strengthening 
the  region's  world-trade  posture  through  increased  cooperation  while  enhancing  the 
environment  and  quality  of  life. 

Four  Montana  legislators-one  each  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  the  minority  leaders  of  each  house-will 
serve  on  the  Pacific  Northwest  Economic  Region's  delegate  council.  House  Bill  No.  2 
appropriated  $30,584  for  dues  and  attendance  at  meetings  for  this  organization.
